In FY 2000, the total collection expenditures of Michigan public libraries
comprised 13% of the total operating expenditures. Though books and
serial volumes comprised 92.5% of physical collection holdings, expendi-
tures for books and serial volumes were only 70.1% of total collection
expenditures during the fiscal year. Similarly, audio and video collections
comprised 7.1% of physical holdings while expenditures for those items
were 13.4% of the total collection expenditures; subscriptions comprised
0.3% of the physical holdings and 10.6% of the collection expenditures;
and electronic format comprised 0.2% of the physical holdings and 5.8%
of the collection expenditures. The data suggest that libraries are
increasingly supplementing traditional print collections with alternative
formats.
